SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Board of Education submit the following report, for 
the year ending March Ist, 1883: 

The standing of the schools has been, in the main, good. 
The teaching has been, for the most part, efficient and 
thorough ; and there has been a good degree of improvement. 

The work, both of teachers and scholars, appears to have 
been faithfully and well done; and the schools left, at the 
end of the year, in a satisfactory condition. 

In the East School, the first term was taught by Miss 
Emma Webster, of East Kingston, who had taught the 
school, so successfully, the winter term of the previous year. 

The second and third terms were taught by Mr. Jack 
Sanborn, of Hampton Falls. 

While the methods of these teachers differed, the school 
succeeded ; and we have nothing but praise for both. 

The West School was taught, through the year, by Miss 
Susan L. Brown, of Kensington. She had taught this school 
the preceding year, and so was able to carry on the work 
without any break. In visiting her school, we have always 
been pleased by her teaching and discipline. 

In the North School, the first term was taught by Miss 
Annie M. Warner, a graduate of the Salem Normal School. 
We much regret, that feeble health made this, her first ex- 


Aa 
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perience in teaching, less succeessful than her scholarship 
- promised. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Emma 
Webster, of East Kingston, to the entire satisfaction of the 
Board of Education, and, as we think, of the people of the 
district. 

The first term of the South School was commenced by 
Miss Mary R. Boardman, of Seabrook. After teaching a 
short time, she became too ill to continue her work, and Miss 
Marcia W. Sanborn, principal of Dearborn Academy, Sea- 
brook, took her place for the remainder of the term, per- 
forming the duties of the place most acceptably. The re- 
maining terms were taught by Miss Ellen F. Maxfield, of 
Casco, Me. 

The favorable report of her labors in this school last year, 
had led us to expect much from her, an expectation which 
has been fully realized. .
